Grunters and growlers may be justly com- 
pared to hogs; suarlers are curs , and tne spitfire, 
Passionate, are a sort of wild cats, that will not 
bear stroking, but will pur when they ave pleased 
Complainers are screech-owis; end stury-te.lers, 
élways repeating the same Guli note, are cuckoos, 
Poets, who prick up their ears at thew owa hideous 
braying, are no better than asses, Critics, in gen- 
peal are Venemous serpents, who detight in hiss- 
ing; and some of them, who have got by heart a 
few technical terms, without knowing their mean- 
ig, are no other than magpies.
